Ox JOSEPH, A POEM, in 2 Vols, 12m. 
Tranflated from the Fretich of M. Biravse’. 
(Continued from our paper of Wednefday laft.] 


THE feventh book deferibes the progrefs of the famine in 
other countrics, and particularly in the land of Canaan. It 
gives Qs a moving piciure of the diftrefs of Jacob’s family ; the 
melancholy forrow of the old man, and-the teridér grief of Se- 
lima. Simeon’s remorfe is exhibited in ftriking colours. 
Meanwhile the report of the: plentiful fupply which Egypt af- 
forded, and of the humanity and wifdom of its Governor, 
reaches the village of Jacob, and he determines to fend his 
fons to that country for corn. ‘Before their arrival, Jofeph, at 
thefrequeft, and with the approbation of the King, had efta- 
blifhed the worthip of the true God, and had appointed Itobal ‘ 
to prefide over that worfhip, in a magnificent temple, at Mem- 
phis. ‘The new feligion is, for prudent reafons, couched in 
certain myfteries ; and Egypt is reprefented as the nurfery of 
theology and morality, where the moft celebrated philofophers 
of Greece received, in after times, the inftruétion which ren- - 
dered them fo famous. ; 

Whilft Jofeph was occupied with thefe cares, he was told, | 

‘one day, of the arrival of certain {traagers, who had come to 
implore-him for the means of preferving their lives. They en- 
ter, and, falling at his ftet, bow their heads “to the earth. 
** Vouchfafe (faid the eldeft) ta fupport an unfortunate family, * 
‘which, after having known abundance, is now ménaced with 
‘the horrors of famine. We are ftrangers ;.and, ‘although we 
offer thee this gold, we plead no claim to thy protection: But 
the fame of thy virtues hatlt reached our village, and we have ' 
dared to implore the friend of the unhappy.”? Jofeph liftens to 
the accents of that voice: He looks upon the ftrangers ; one 
‘of them draws his particular attention. A  ftriking palenefs 
“fat on his countenance, as a mark of confcions guilt ; and his 
dark rolling eye betrayed the trouble of his foul. He recog- 
nifes Simeon, and. is feized with involuntary terror. At the 
fame time, he fees Neplitali, Reuben, and the reft of his bre- 
thren. He is fixed in aftonifhment. The firft emotion of 
‘his foul is to forgive them: He opens his lips, and is ready 
to call them by their names ; but, anxious to learn their fecret 
‘thoughts, he f{tifles the voice of affeStion. He looks eagerly 
upon them, as if to penetrate their breafts! His eyes, in mect- 
ing thofe:of Nephtali, overflow with tears, Benjamin he fecks 
in vain in the crowd. Intimidated by his looks, and ftruck 
‘with.that confufion.which guilt, in the prefénce of virtue, in- 
fpires, they tremble before him, and anxiouily wait till he 
break filence. ‘ Does your father yet live?” faid he, with 
faultering voice. * He lives,” anfwered . Reuben. Jofeph’ 
raifes to heayen his eyes fwimming in tears.‘ And have you 
all forfaken him ?”’ replied he: ‘* Who is the fupport of his 
declining years?” In uttering thefe words, his heart is ready 
to betray him. ‘* Selima, his adopted daughter,” returned 
Reuben, “ and Benjamin, the youi:elt of his fons, enable him 
to fuftain the burden of old age.”’ Jofeph retires for a moment, 
to give vent to the tumultuous emotions of his foul, He re- 
‘turns, after having wiped his tears. ‘* I give you the corn,” 
fays he ; * haften your deparsure ; fly to fuccour your father 
and Selima. How I long to behold Jacob! That virtuous old 
man is not unknown to me. I may, at leaft, be permitted to 
fee all his children. I require that one of you fhall abide with 
me tilé you bring me Benjamin. Have you no other brother ?”” 
Meantime he fixed upon, them his eager eyes’ At this que- 
{tion they are troubled, and’ make no reply. Sinreon grows 
pale ; Nephtali fighs ; and all of them fear that this extraordi- 
: man penetrates the fecrets of their hearts. ‘* We were 
twelve brethren,” fays Reuben, with faultering voice, but 
one of us—we know not what is become of him.” They 
looked upon one another, as if to demand who of them fhould 
remain behind in Egypt, when Simeon addreffes them in a 
low voice : “ Heaven continues to purfue us with vengeance,” 
fiid he: “ You all know who is the moft guilty ; depart ; re- 
turn to your father ; I will {tay here ; every place to me is a- 
like 5 everywhere fhall my heart be torn with remorfe.” He 
faid : His brethren depart, and promifed that a fpeedy return 
‘fhall fhorten the days of his captivity —This interelting paflage 
is given at large, to gratify the curiofity of your readers, ‘and 
to fhew them with what a mafterly hand our author has known 
to paint fuch affecting f{cenes. His deviations from the origi- 
nal hiftory, in this part of it, which are but circumftantial, 
ferve to place the character of his hero ina moré amiable light. 

The grief of Jacob for the lofs of Simeon, and his averfion 
to part with Benjamin, are defcribed in a manner the moft: na- 
tural and moving ; and his charge to Reuben, .when forced by 
dire neceflity to fend this favourite fon, along- with his bre- 
thren, to the governor of Egypt, is beautifully tender. The 
thought of Simeon fetiring to the temple, where Itobal prefi- 
ded, and, after his acknowledgment of his crimes, being di- 
rected in a proper courfe of penitence, is wonderfully huppy, 
and ferves to give more probability to fome of the following e- 
vents. ‘The poet has likewife taken care to keep in our view 
the humanity and tender affection of Jofeph, by the uneafy re- 
flections he reprefents him to make after his brethren’s depar- 
ture ; by his concern for the fate of Simeon ; and-by the re- 
{traint which Itobal finds it neceflary-to impofe-upom him, with 
regard to his. conduct towards this unnatural brother, and his 
reception of his other brethren upon their return. The refo- 
lution which Simeon takes, to proceed no farther with his bre- 
thren, after they had fet out on their return, but to wander o- 
ver the face of the earth in queft of Jofeph, is: a ftriking indi- 
cation of his repentance: And Benjamin’s approbation of his 
defigh is beautifully characteriftic of his affectioh to Jacob, and 
to Selima ; -and alfo to the brother whom he had learnt ‘to e- 
fteem and to love, by the accounts, chiefly, which he had. re- 
ceived of his piety and virtue. , 

To give another fpecimen of M. Bitaubé’s defcriptive and 
pathetic powers, let me felect the beautiful paflage in the ead 
of this book, relating to Jofeph’s difcovery of. himfelf to his 
brethren. The cup had been found in Benjamin’s fack, and 
they were all brov, ht"back into Jofeph’s prefence. *. * We are 
innocent,” cried they, throwing themfelves at his feet; ‘ but 
how thall we juftify ourfelves? God doubtlefs punifhes us for 
fome other crime! We are all thy flaves.” Jofeph, with the 
feelings of a tender father conftrained to punifh his children, 
was about to difcover himfelf, but was {till prevented by Ito- 
bal, who witneffed this feene. ‘No,” faid he, with diffem- 
bled firmnefs ; ** No;—he only, with. whom the cup was 
found, fhall be my flave, and you fhall return in peace to your 
fathers’? ‘Thefe words pierced Reuben to the foul. He lifts 


"your looks that humane fenfibility which marks your charac- 


- Lord of higaven and earth that I fhall return hither, and be thy 


on Jofeph his full of grief, and ftifles his fighs. ‘ I im- 
plore thee,” faid he, “ in the name of a father, {till more ve- 
nerable by his misfortunes than his years. In committing to” 
my care this laft pledge of his love, he faid, “ ‘Tell that 
** powerful man of my misfortunes ; tell him that I have loft 
‘© a fon for whom my tears ftill flow ; a fon, of whony Benja- 
“min is the lively image, and whofe place he fills in my 
“* breaft;' If He thall deprive me of him, in fpite of my grey 
* hairs, I ve fae into Egypt, and he thall fee me ex- 
* pire’at his feet.”—‘* Ah! had you,been witnefs of his 
fighs-and ‘his teats,‘ when forced to part with that beloved fon! 
Had you heard the wailing of the difconfolate Selima, who be- 
holds in hin the image of a = the has loft! you could not 
have refifted {uch a moving fcene: And will you tear from us 
this brother? Are we sot fafficiently wretched in having loft 
Jofeph? Barbarians tore him from his father’s houfe. Hea- 
ven knows the fincerity of ouy regret: We would reftore him 
to Jacob at the price of our blood. Perhaps he is a flave! 
Muft Benjamin thare his fate?—Shall I {peak of myfelf?—I 
am furety for this fon, who is fo dear to his father. If I do 
not reftore him to the arms of the old man, I have rendered 
myfelf obnoxious to his curfe. I have a fpoufe whom I love ; 
I have children, whofe advancing years I mark with joy; and 
Jacob, who is finking into the grave, will require the hand of 
the eldeft of my fons to.clofé his eyes! But tear me from my 
fpoufe, from my children, and from my father ; and detain me 
here a flave in the room of Benjamin. I cannot fupport the 
malediction of Jacob !.-If thow haft a father—if thou knowelt 
the ties of brotherly love !——Your tears flow, and I fee in 


ter.”” 

He fpake; and the young Benjamiu began : ‘¢ My brother,” 
faid he to Reuben, “ thou fhalt not fall a facrifice for me. I 
am innocent ;, but fince heaven has announced me guilty, I 
only ought to be punifhed.” Then turningto Jofeph, “ I de- 
mand not my liberty; but will you deny me the favour I im- 
plore ? Haye compaffion on the grey hairs of my father ; fuffer 
me to depart. . Alas his forrows will foon bring him to the 
grave: I would not aggravate his grief, nor fhall he ever learn 
my fate. Forgetting my own misfortunes, I will deplore with 
him that brother whom we have loft, and whom I {fo tenderly 
loved: but, as foon as Jacob fhall have paid the debt to nature, 
and I fhall have watered his tomb with my tears, I atteft the 


flave: Doubtlefs,..I thall leave, with regret, my brethren and 
Selima ; but I do not leave you with indifference ; and even 
your feverity hath not overcome the fentiments which drew me 
into ygur_prefense.””:.. He pronounced thefe words with inge- 
nuous {weetefss his.eyes overflowing with tears.—Jofeph, pe- 
netrated with’ foumachi virtue, reproaches himfelf with having 
affligted innocence > the thoughts of it ftung his heart. He 
could no longer refift the emotion, which foreed him into the 
arms of ‘Benjamin: when Simeon, raifing himfelf from the 
earth, advances towards Jofeph. —His roving eye is no longer 
moift with tears; his whole deportment Befpeaks the deepeft 
defpair, and he fcems as if dragged by the furies before the 
tribunal of his judge. “ Here he is,” cried he, in {triking his 
breaft, * here is that cruel, that atrocious wretch, who fold 
his brother! Why feek another vicim? It was I who feduced 
them; I only am the caufe of this misfortune. I betrayed 
Jofeph ; let me fave’ Benjamin; faffer my brethren to depart, 
and let me be thy flave, if I am not unworthy of that condi- 
tion; while Jofeph, virtue itfelf, languifhes in chains.” He 
faid, and Jofeph could no longer oppofe the emotions of fra- 
ternal love. His eyes meet thofe of Irobal, who was touched 
with the tender fcene. .Then like a torrent which burfts its 
banks, his tears flow down his cheeks. From his inmoft foul 
he utters a cry, which aftonidhes all his brethren. He falls 
into the arms of Simeon, and exclaims, “I am Jofeph!” — 
They are motionlefs ; they lift up their eyes, and recognifing 
their brother, their joy is ready to break forth, when a fudden 
terror reprefles their tranfports — Benjamin only is unable to 
contain his joy. Simeon.tsembles in the arms of Jofeph. At 
laft he difengages himfelf from his embraces, of which he feels 
himfelf unworthy, and falls at his feet. Jofeplr raifes him up. 
‘¢ T am your brother,” faid he tothem. ‘ Reuben! Nephrali! 
all of. you ! *arife3 approach; I forgive you all.. God ‘hath 
permitted thefe fitisFortunes, that.I might watch over the fafery 
of Egypt}:and of my faaiet’s houfe. My happinefs is too great ; 
I enjop the fatisfadtion of having preferved your days! —Simeon ! 
Why. doft thou 4refufe-'to fharé the proofs of my affection? 
Hoping thy repentance, I had forgiven thee all: fear not to 
embrace thy brother.”"—Simeon, whofe eye had only flathed 
with the dark flames of defpair, melts into a torrent of tears. 
He dares not yet raifé- his eyes’ on Jofeph, but he preffes him 
to bis bofum. “The fons of Jacob advance, and furround the 
.two brothers. . Besjamin grafps one of the hands of Jofeph, 
and bedeWws it with chis tears, Jofeph then leaves the arms of 
Simeon, and yields to‘his impatient careffes.—Long locked in 
one angther’s arms, no {tings of remorfe embittered their ten- 
der embraces. Jofeph now falutes all his brethrem} he theds 
tears.of joy over each'of them. At oncé were heard the ac- 
clamations of gladnefs, and the’ fighs of repentaat forrow, while 
the endearing name of drcether dwelt upon every tongue.” 
Benjamin, at the requeft of Jofeph, relates, in the eighth 
book, the behaviour:ofcins brethren, ‘after the Midianites had 
departed: the rage ‘of Simeon ;—the grief of Reuben and 
Nephtali, and ther fruitlefs fearch ;—the impatience, and the 
fears of Jacob and Selima, after the time had clapfed, when 
the ftranger, whom Jofeph met in the wood, had told them he 
would return ;—the wicked ‘contrivance of Simeon to make 
Jacob believe that he had fallen a prey to the wild beafts ; — 
the diftraétion and : grief of the old man and Selima ;—the re- 
morfe and defpaiv of Simeon ;— and the melancholy, but inge- 
nious employment of ‘Selima, in carving the image of her lover 
upon atree, -which grew'in Jofeph’s bower.—The whole re- 
cital is in the language of beautiful and affecting fimplicity, 
and highly recommends Benjamin to our efteem.

A 
brifk, inceffant fire, from twelve pieces of cannon, which were 
extremely well ferved, in a very fhort time convinced the ene- 
my, that they were by no means a match for us at thofe wea- 
pons. They withdrew fuch of their guns as had not been dif- 
mounted by our cannon, and had recourfe to their mukketry, 
which we alfo found means to filence during the courfe of that 
day, in a manner truly furprifing, and which I hall now-re- 
fate :— About five in the evening, a violent fhower of rain fell, 
as it. damaged all our ammunition in the batteries, was 
confidered as, the greate(t misfortune that could have happened 
at the time. Captain Maitland, who commands the grenadiers 
and light infantry of the army, and who has, in that capacity, 
frequently diftinguifhed himfelf, conceived the idea that a great 
advantage might be gained over the enemy at that crifis, by a 
yefolute body of mien. Having communicated his fcheme to'a 
brother officer, who commanded.a party of Europeans, they de- 
termined to take advantage of the heavy rain, well knowing 
that the more hazardous the enterprife appeared, the more
